Claims 39-47 and 49-51 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible, specific 
and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. The claims are directed to the polypeptides of SEQ ID NO:290 and variants 
thereof, referred to in the specification as PR0335. The specification asserts that PR0335, based on the MLR reaction, stimulates 
proliferation of lymphocytes and is useful therapeutically where enhancement of an immune response is beneficial; however, this asserted 
use does not meet the three-pronged requirement of 35 U.S.C. 101 regarding utility, namely, that the asserted utility be credible, specific 
and substantial for reasons of record in the previous Office action. 

The rejection of claims 39-47 and 49-51 is maintained under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 112, first paragraph, specifically, since the claimed 
invention is not supported by either a credible, specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility for reasons of record in 
the previous office action. 

The rejection of claims 39-47 and 49-51 is maintained under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as lacking enablement for reasons of record 
in the previous office action.
